PRESIDENT’S QTC 


The year is winding down and the holidays are fast approaching. With the days still getting shorter, it almost seems 
the sun is setting before lunch. Pacificon has passed and was a great success. Our Public Service and Education 
teams have completed their efforts for the year. But there’s no slowing down for your Club. The Technical Commit- 
tee is busy on the hilltops, as usual, and the Digital Media Committee is looking at our web sites to see how they can 
be improved. All of these groups and several others are already planning for next year. 


Pacificon was a smash. We had over 1,700 attendees, two rooms and a hallway full of vendors, packed forums, a full 
antenna seminar and one-day class, a wonderful banquet and special events too many to list. Nationally known for 
their expertise, not to mention being hosts of the video podcast Ham Nation, Gordon West, WB6NOA, and Bob Heil, 
K9EID, each gave full-house presentations. The Special Events Station had five stations set up: four HF and one 
VHF; all on one antenna and at full power. They logged over 2,700 contacts. Despite the troubles we had with room 
sizes and Saturday parking, Pacificon was wonderful. 


Our Club meeting this month will be a really busy one. Let’s count it down: 


As usual, our intrepid license testing team, led by none other than Larry Loomer, KI6LNB, will be doing what they 
do best; helping bring new people into the world of ham radio and upgrading those already here. They start at 
6:00 pm. 


Once again, our DX Special Interest Group, moderated by Dave Piersall, NOORB, will meet before the main meeting 
to discuss all things HF. If you have HF questions, answers, or stories to tell, come on down. They’ ll get going 
around 6:30 pm and finish before the main meeting starts. 


The Salvation Army is kicking off their annual Frozen Turkey Drive again this year by collecting frozen turkeys be- 
fore the meeting. So pick up a frozen turkey (or two or ...) and bring them to the meeting with you. The Salvation 
Army and the people they help will very much appreciate your generosity. 


A couple of our resident radio testing experts, Dick Fletcher, AFORF, and John Stuart, KM6QX, will be available to 
check your UHF and VHF portable radios for compliance with the FCC’s spurious emissions requirements. This 
was inspired by an article in this month’s QST magazine, reporting the results of the ARRL Lab’s tests of several 
hundred radios over the last few years. Some brands did consistently well; others, not so much. The ARRL of- 
fered the test at Pacificon this year, but if you missed it, bring your portables and get them tested before the meet- 
ing. Dick and John will use the same equipment and procedures the ARRL uses. They’ Il start about 6:30 pm, 
pause during the business meeting, then be available again during the break before the speaker. 


The main order of business for the meeting is the election of our Board of Directors for 2016. All officer and two of 
our four Director positions are up for election. You should have already received by email a ballot for voting. 
Email ballots must be submitted no later than 5:00 pm Nov. 19, the day before the meeting. See the instructions 
in the ballot message. Of course, there will also be paper ballots available onsite before the meeting, if you prefer 
to vote in person or if the email ballot missed you. The election is vital for the health of our Club, so please be 
sure to vote. 


And of course, the highlight of the evening will be our speaker, Nick Zubel, KK6VDF. Nick is the Emergency Pre- 
paredness Coordinator for the City of Walnut Creek. This makes him responsible for the city’s CERT program, 
which uses ham radio extensively. Nick will tell us how hams and CERT were used in an actual life-safety event, 
during the search for a 74-year old woman with dementia and health problems. Don’t miss it. 


Whew! On to the next page.... 
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Our annual membership renewal drive has begun. Our Membership Chair, Tom Deeble, KA6SIP, is starting 
early this year to let you avoid having to renew during the busy month of December. Be sure to get your renew- 
als in by the end of January though, to be listed in our Directory. 


The Board slightly revised, and hopefully simplified, our membership dues structure at its last meeting. The 
main membership fee remains unchanged at $45 per year, including immediate family members living in the 
same household; and students are still $15. However, we’ve dropped the 1/2 price offer for members who join 
after testing with us or after July 1. In its place, we established a discounted fee of $30 for all first-time members 
who join during the months of January through September. As before, the fee is $45 for first-timers who join in 
October-December, but the membership is good through the following year. 15 months for the price of 12! 


The Board also made a couple of other adjustments, to balance our costs in both money and work with the value 
provided. This newsletter is sent by email to almost all of our membership. However, a few have asked that it be 
printed and postal mailed. I’m sure they don’t realize this carries significant costs for the Club. The postage 
alone is over $1.00 per copy, not to mention the costs of printing, copying, collating and stapling. So we are 
spending a few hundred dollars per year for this service to them. In addition, the burden on our Membership 
Chair is much greater than most would realize. For these reasons, the Board established a $25/year fee for mem- 
bers requesting that the newsletter and/or directory be postal mailed to them. This still does not cover the Club’s 
entire costs, but it does reduce the burden. 


The Board also decided to end the issuing of repeater autopatch 3-digit dialing slots to members, as they are vir- 
tually never used and the administration of them is exceedingly burdensome to several of our hardworking vol- 
unteers. The autopatch feature itself will remain fully functional, of course. Only the ability to dial a pre- 
programmed 7-digit number with a 3-digit code is being ended. In the future, you will need to dial the full 7 dig- 
its. Following on this, the Technical Committee, with the concurrence of the Membership Chair, has recom- 
mended some edits to the codes listed on back of our membership cards. Some of the autopatch codes will be 
replaced with our EchoLink and IRLP node numbers. 


Our annual holiday dinner will be early next month, on Sunday, Dec. 5". An announcement is in this edition of 
the Carrier. We’ll return to Zio Freado’s, which provides excellent food, including a prime rib option, and won- 
derful service at a competitive cost. Not only that, the company you’ll keep is even better. We also have a few 
little things planned for your enjoyment. Because it’s a work night, we’re starting earlier than usual. Cocktail 
hour begins at 5:00 pm with the dinner service starting at 6:00 pm. So be sure to register for what is sure to be a 
fun evening. Also, remember the banquet replaces our December Club meeting. There will not be a regular Club 
meeting on the 3rd Friday, Dec. 18. 


Remember to bring a frozen turkey to the meeting for the Salvation Army. They will be standing by with a 
trailer to accept your donations. Please make MDARC proud by filling up the trailer. 


Also, consider volunteering for the Club. No experience necessary. Our Club and all the activities we do can’t 
exist unless you volunteer. 


It has been a fun, busy and very educational year so far as your president. I’m looking forward to whatever the 
rest of this year and the next bring us. I couldn’t do this job without your support and the excellent team of hams 
who do the real work. Thank you.
